Due to an cpidemie of influenza, 
church serviees were’ not held in El- 
ba Sunday, Nov. 8, 1918, nor were 
children allowed to go to school the 
Monday following. 

Word of the death of Jamas A. 
Gooper, Coffee county soldier in 
Franec, was received in Elba, 

Details of plans for United War 
Work in Coffee county were worked 
out by local people under the diree- 
tion of J. B. Amos, 

5,776 bales of cotton were ginned 
in Coffee county in 1918 prior to 
Noy. 1, as compared with 5,952 bales 
in 1917 on the same date.

W. P. Boyd and Mrs. M. J. Lee to 
call at the Red Cross rooms in Elba 
to prepare boxes for shipment to the 
boys in France.

This is the season of the year in 
which the housewife should be think 
ing of her Thanksgiving and Christ- 
mas fruit cakes. If cooked now and 
kept moist with fruit juices or apples 
placed with the cake in its container 
and kept in a cool place, they will be 
most delightful. ; 

There are two methods to cook 
fruit cakes, baked and steamed. The 
latter method being most desirable. 
The steamed cake is moist and soft, 
whereas the baked has a tendency to 
be crusty on the outside. However, 
the housewife who has a “nack’”’ at 
controlling her oven temperature can 
bake successful fruit cakes, The 
steamed method is of non burning 
and is recommended to the amateur 
cake maker. 

Any sort of container having a 
licht fitting top is used. The cake 
batter is placed in the container 
about three-fourths full, allowing 
room for cake expansion. Place top 
on tight and securely. Place in a 
large boiler of boiling water and 
cover with lid, cook as one would 
their food in a double boiler for 3 
hours, remove cake from boiler and 
bake in a slow oven one and one-half 
hours, 

The recipe T am giving below was 
made for the housewife who grows 
and preserves the entire ingredients 
of the cake it being a hame-grown 
fruit cake. 


Alabama Fruit Cake 


1 pound butter or 2 cups packed 
solidly, 

3-4 pound sugar or 1 2-3 cups. 

9 eggs. 

1 cupfuls flour, level measurement. 
2 tablespoonfuls baking powder. 

2 teaspoonfuls mace(not esse ntial) 

2 teaspoonfuls cinnamon. 

1 teaspoonful nutmeg. 

1% teaspoonful cloves, 

24% cups of good preserves well 
drained. 

2 cups watermelon preserves or 
citron or raisins. 

% cup fruit juiee or any good al- 
coholic beverage. 

2 cups raisins. 

4 cups of any kind of nuts, e¢x- 


cepting peanuts. 

Cream the butter, add sugar grad- 
ually, add egg yolks well (till thick 
and lemon color) beaten—then well 
beaten erg whites. Sift all dry in- 
vredients four times, insuring a thor- 
ouch mixture—and add to the fruit 
and nuts and stir till well mixed. 
Combine the two mixtures using the 
liquid in your recipe as a& means of 
obtaining the fruit cake batter tex- 
ture.
